Wealth, beauty and 
culture will' Congregate there— to rest, 
perhaps, in some cases, hut more gener- 
ally to keep up the drama "f city life i.ii 
a country stage. About a mile and a half

the Christian seaside icaoit, is a cumping- 
ground established several year.s ago by a 
few people who wished to enjoy the 
healthful pleasure of the seaside with )ut 
having to share in the follies and dissipa- 
tions of fashionable w^terin;; places.

Ju spite of 
tbe>0 reotraints, whioh some would deem 
fatal to the populatity of the resort, Pa- 
cific Qrovo has proved so congenial to a 
largo cluBs that the boundaries of the 
camp have been yearly oxtBiidod, till now 
it forms quite a little settlement of tents 
during the season.

MADAME MATERIA, 

the one singer whom Wagner deemed 
capable of expressing the spirit of his 
works, has a wonderful voice and pres- 
ence. She is a massive wiinian, suited to 
the super human characters who figure in 
the plays of "Parsifal," "Tannhausor," 
"Nebelunger," etc. Her powerful voice 
sometimes vibrates with its own strength, 
like an organ, and even on the concert 
stage she seems to become as much in - 
spired with the dramatic feeling of the 
part as if she wore singing in the great 
theatre at Baireuth. 

The other vocal soloists are JIadame 
Furch-Madi, Mis.'i Clapper, and .Messrs. 
Ileiurlch and WiucU. 'I'ho oreliestra eou- 
sists of some lifty-tivo or sixty performers, 
who work as one inan under Thomas' un- 
equalled leadership. As nsunl, the music 
has been, thionghout, of the highest class, 
aelectiona from Wagner being most numer- 
ous. Two nights of the season aro devoted 
to this composer; Saturday, when "Taim- 
hauBeu" and"Lohcugriu" furnished the- 
Hfllections, and to-night when portious of 
the master's last great work, "Fursiful," 
will bo rcudered by Materua.

The yield of fruit Lliruuylioiif, tho prov- 
ince promises to be lart^e. Tiie weather 
of the early spring was exuu|itiontilly fa- 
vorable to truic oil tho mainland, whore 
the crop rarely, if over^ fails. Along the 
lower Fraaer and on any of the beiicliea 
of tho upper rivei, in the .Sjialhiiiichet^i 
and ()kaiia;;aii valleya and in Lillooot dis- 
trict, there ia excellent fruit growing 
land. - in thoae districts climate and soil 
are as well adapted fur the production of 
grapes, peaches and melons us they are 
tor apples, pears and pluius. The com- 
pletion of tho railway will open a market 
for tho poiiiolouical productioiia of Uritiah 
Columbia in the Aoriliwe.it, and Manitoba, 
which are fruitles.s countries. Tho hard 
winters kill the trees, and nothing but 
tho yiberian crab will grow there. I'jxcel- 
lent fruit is grown in eaalerii Canada, but 
the distance it has tu be carried to reach 
the Northwest is greater than from Hric- 
ish Columbia, and freight rates on 
Pacific raiaed fruit will coiiseiiuciitlj' be 
much lower. We think we can per- 
ceive a souroo of large protit to this pro- 
vince in its fruit capabilitiea . Dried and 
fresh fruits will alwaya have ready sale 
east of the niuuiitaiiis; and when our agri- 
culturalists bbccniic ii)ipri!-<ae(l with the 
belief that it will [lay to f.st:ii)liah orcliarda | 
in connection with their I'.iiuia they will | 
set out trees and vines and make ready 
for the demand which is sure to come.

A NEW IKONCLAD. 



A Formidable^ Deatli-Dcalei*. 

Toulon, May U. — ^Tho squadron 
ironclad Gaimftu, which Las been on 
stocks at the jMourillon Dockyni'd 
since July, 3878, is to be lauiiclujd on 
tho 21st inst. Slio was ljuilt from tho 
plana of INI. Sabatier, Director of Naval 
Construction, and wa.s intended for a 
coastguard ironclad of the first class, of 
the Tonnerre and Vengeur type, but 
in the course of construction she was 
turned into a scjuiulrou ironclad. 

The most ini^enious ]iartof her equip- 
ment consists in tlio exhausting sys- 
tem, which secures the vessel against 
sinking in tho event of leakage. By 
the means of self-acting valves it is 
possible to connect the various water- 
tight conipartmiints. Two centrifugal 
pumps are attached to tho great, collec- 
tor, having ».n interior tliaineter of .'!(] 
centimetres, the How of water into 
which is controlled by means of valves. 
These putups can each raise 500 tons 
of water per hour. With two power- 
ful pulsunieters and steam pumps, near- 
ly 3,000 tons of water can be thrown 
into the sea in an hour. 

The length of the ship is 87 metres, 
including the bow, which projects five 
metres. The greatest width is 18 
metres, anel the height seven metres. 
The summit of the turret is six metres 
above the water-line. The hull of the 
vessel is entirely composed of iron and 
steel. The engines, the ])uiups of all 
kinds, the apparatus moving the helm, 
the powder magazine — in short, all the 
essential parts of the ship — are protect- 
ed by a deck covered with plates seven 
centimetres thick, on a backing of iiine, 
15 centimetres thick. • 

The armour consists of plates of 
Creuzot stoel of a maxitnum thickness 
of 50 centimetres towards the middle 
of the ship, luul thinner towards the 
two e,\treinitie.s. The ship will bo pro 
pelled l)y two separate engin(;s, acting 
on two screws, Each eni;iiie is more 
than 7oO liorse power. The 12 boilers, 
placed in groups of three each, are com- 
pletely isolated. The boilers also supply 
the auxiliary machines. The speed ex- 
pected is l-lk knots, using COO-horse 
power. The weight over and above 
that of the I'liipLv hull i.i mure liittii 
2,000 tons, to which the artillery con 
tributes 450 tons, the engines and ma 
chinery weighing 1,200 tons. In order 
to permit the ship to run aground on 
shoals, as well as to facilitate liring, 
there is no keel, properly spenking, but 
two movable keel.s are i).\;eil to the liot- 
tom. At least two or tiiree years will 
be required to complete this vessel, ot 
which the cost will amount to from 12 
to 13 millions of francs. 



SIK PSTJGK LUITISDCN. 

Tells What lie Knows of the 
Algiian Trouble, 

Tliluks Itiissia niig^ht be Easily 
Frustrated. 

Oonstantinople, June 4. — Sir Peter 
Lumsden says: "Complications will 
soon arise between the Kussians and 
the Afghans at the frontier, about the 
question of water sujiply. That, with 
gold, forms the |)ivot of all Central 
Asian politics. Nearly all Ktisso-l^ersi- 
an disjjutes have turned on (jueHtions 
of water u.se. Persia has been compelled 
at times, to relinquish the right to use 
water courses for irrigation, whenever 
Russia required water for military or 
commercial purposes. Tho Murgliab is 
the fanest river in Central Asia, with a 
full stream. Tho next Russian acqusi 
tion will Assuredly be the watershed of 
Murghab valley." 

He further says; "The Ameer's 
army now numbers G0,000, a majority 
of which is badly armed. The Afghans' 
position at Herat grows stronger, now 
that its inhabitants generally favor 
resistance to Russian advances. The 
change is produced by visible signs of 
co-operation of the British government, 
and the [iresence of British oiticers 
directing rejiairs of the fortifications." 

SirPeter thinks it would be ver) easy 
for tin; Bi'it.isli government to render 
the Russian positions in Central Asm 
untenable. If Britain only gives word, 
and is willing to aid, all Turkutan 
would revolt against thi ir Russian 
masters. He does not fear any Russian 
iuvusion oflodlM, but be doe.i fear the 
loBH of England's prcsi iue h;ivi' t,'iin ill 
effect on the people of imlia, aIio will 
fsive undue sirt-ii^ili i<j the power of 
Muscnviie intrmifs. He saiil adequate 
meaMurea weie beiiii; adopted to make 
the Indiau frontier exireiuelv safe, and 
notbint; need I,h feared in the direction 
of Cashmere, a^ Una counu y Wrts inao- 
cessible from Russian territory, and 
fully in Briii«li hands.

NO. II6--A BY-LAW. 



RE8PE0TIHQ THE FiRE LIMITS, WOOOEN 
BUILCiNCS, AND THE STORAGE OF HAY 

AND Straw. 

IN AMENDxAIKNT OF THE EXIST- 
ing By-Laws bo it enacted by tho 
iMayor and Conned of the Uorporation of 
the City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Section 2 of "Tho By-Law for Pro 
hibiting the Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, 1879, Aniendinunt By-Law 1883" is 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof the 
following substituted : 

"2 Tliiit portion of the City iif Vic- 
toria which is cDutained within tho limits 
liereinafler described, namely — comnioiic- 
iiig at tho northwost corner of lot 127, 
Iheiicu running easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the aaid lot to iStoro 
street, thencu oaatorly across Store street 
in a straight lino to the centre of Fia- 
^ard street, thence easterly idontr the 
centre of Fisgard street to the centre uf 
Douglas atraot, theuce southerly along the 
centre of Douglas street to the centre i)f 
Courtonay street, thenco along the centre 
of Courtcnay street to the northeaat cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along the northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to the ahore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thenco alon^ tho slioro lino of Vic- 
toria Harbor to tho point of coininonce- 
iiiont,— is lieroby declared to be within 
the Fire Limits of the said city.!' 

2. No additiiui to or alteration of any 
wooden building within tho aaid fire lim- 
its shall be made. 

3. No hiiilding other than wiih niniii 
walla ef brick, irnn (U- stone, und ruofiiii.' 
of iiicninbii^titile nmti-iial, hhiil! \w erected 
or placed within the said lin^ lliiiitf.. 

■1. Il shall be lawful for the Miiyc.r and 
Council of tho said city to autluirixe l)y 
resolution any otticor therein iiamoU to 
pull down or remove any building which 
ahall have been constructed or placed in 
contraventi(.n of this Bylaw; and all e.x- 
[lenses reanonably incurred in pulling; 
down orreiiinving any such building shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of the aaid Corporation, 
and shall be recoverable with coats in a 
summary manner before the Police Mag- 
istrata or any other Justice of tho Peace 
j havini,' jiirigijictiim within the said city. 

5. In thia Bylaw the word "Innldiiji;" 
ahall not apply to any ahed within the 
curtilufju of another biiildiiif,' and used 
excluaivoly for tho storai/e of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, such 
shed not exceeding teu feet by twelve 
feet in superficial linear measure and tun 
feet in height, nor shall it apply to any 
siied erected or to be erected wliolly on or 
over the wooden piles of a wharf on the 
water front ; but noshed ahall hereafter 
be erected on any wharf within tho said 
fire limits other lhan with roofinj^ of in- 
combustible material. 

C. The ipiantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw pcrmittid to be stored or kept 
fur sale ur use in any liuildiiig within the 
tire limits ahall not exceed the following, 
namely: 

For every Livery or Hack Stable, 10 

tona. 

For storage or sale, 15 tons. 
For private consumption, 2 tona. 
7. Every Bylaw or portion uf a Bylaw 
which ia inconsistent with any jiroviaion 
of this |{ylaw is hereby repealed. 

8 This Bylaw may be cited as the 
"Fire Limits and Wooden Building By- 
Law, 1885."
